SAIGON (AP) - The United 


States recalled two aircraft 
carriers to the Tonkin gulf to- 
day to reinforce a massive air 
strike force preparing to hit 
back at an enemy offensive in 
South Vietnam's northernmost 
province. 


"When the weather clears 


we're going to sock it to them," 
said one senior pilot. 


The carrier Kitty Hawk ar- 


rived in waters off Vietnam to- 
day and the Constellation was 
steaming in from Japan to join 
the Coral Sea and the Hancock. 
The four carriers and their ap- 
proximately 
275 warplanes, 


combined with 250 Air Force 
jets at bases in South Vietnam 


and Thailand, will form the big- 
gest U.S. attack force since the 
1968 bombing halt.

Give us a 
call just as soon as you have

address will be. The sooner you 
contact us the more assurance 
you will have of getting your 
check on time at your new 
address. Call the Texarkana 
office collect area code 214, 
phone 794-3755. 


Q. When I moved three months 


ago, I changed by address with 
the local Post Off ice, but I did not 
get my social security checks. 
Can you tell me why? 


A. You should shave notified 


your social security office of the 
change of address to ensure 
delivery of your check. You must 
notify social security as well as 
the Post Office each time you 
change your address. A simple 
telephone call will normally take 
care of the transaction. 


Q. How late in the month can I 


notify social security of a change 
of address and still get my next 
month's check at my new home 
on time? 


A. Generally speaking, if you 


notify us by the 15th of the 
month, your check for the 
following month will be iuued to 
your new address. We may still 
be able to get your next check out 
to the new address if you contact 
us after the 15th, but it is poiiiUe 
the check may go to the old 
address.

HOLLYWOOD—(NBA)—O.K., class. Imagine that you 


are in charge of casting for a big TV show. You have 
your choice of two stars for a leading role. One is Leon- 
ard Nimoy. The other is Dustin Hoffman. Which one 
would you sign? 


If you answer "Hoffman," you get a D. The correct 


answer is Nimoy because, with TV audiences, his name 
means a lot more than Hoffman. 


That's because, as Stanley Robertson explains it, there 


are really two separate and distinct audiences in the 
United States. Robertson is vice-president in charge of 
motion pictures for television at NBC. It's his business 
to know these things. 


"There are some stars who are movie stars," Robert- 


son says, "and some stars who are TV stars. In our sur- 
veys we find that TV audiences like people like Leonard 
Nimoy, although! Dustin Hoffman is much bigger in 
theaters, of course. 


"Nimoy wouldn't sell a ticket at the box office—but 


Hoffman wouldn't get any kind of a rating on TV. We've 
learned that the movie audience is made up, at least 
77 per cent of it, of people between 14 and 25. The TV 
audience is mostly under 14 and over 25." 


Robertson is one of the more interesting men in high 


TV positions. He's undoubtedly the most influential black 
man in TV. 


He's from Los Angeles originally and his mother used 


to work as a domestic for Joan Crawford. He became a 
newspaperman, with the Los Angeles Sentinel, a black 
newspaper', and then moved to the editorial staff of Ebony 
magazine. 


"I realized," he says, "that I'd still be just one of the 


staff 20 years later, so I quit."

Argentine Kidnapers 
Reportedly Caught

ArKcntine subsidiary. He was 
seized March 21 by guerrillas 
of the Trotskyite People's Rev- 
olutionary Army, the ERP. 


"The investigation will con- 


tinue in an effort to locate his 
whcrealxmts," Lanusse told a 
near-midnight news conference 
at the presidential residence. 


The police said they raided a 


house in the northern suburb of 
Oiilavorl where Sallustro had 
t>vn kept, but he had been 
transferred 
to another

commando group four hours be- 
fore the police closed in. 


The missing man's finger- 


prints were touna in tne cellar 
of the Chilavert house along 
with the bed in which he was 
shown 
in photographs dis- 


tributed by the KRP, police 
said. A communique said $25,- 
000 also was found in the house. 


I^anussc said the abductors 


had been "identified and ar- 
rested," but he did not give 
their names or say how many 
were picked up. He said they 
were members of the Workers 
Revolutionary Party, an illegal 
political group which split into 
two factions two years ago,

—Claim its current contract 


was invalidated by Navy delays 
and design changes. 


—And insist on a rewritten
